TRAFFIC ON U. S. 30 
Tucked away In a little corner of the 
Times-News tho other day was an Associated 
Press story out of Boise, reporting the flow 
of traffic recorded by the state highway de- 
partment's eight permanent counters during 
July. 

Although the counters showed an average 
Increase of 13.4 per cent over July last year, 
there was another little eye opener which 
the people of this vicinity should keep In 

Representatives of the state highway , de- 
partment have been telling us off and on 
that U. S. 30 along the south side of tho 
canyon would probably be located elsewhere 
In' time to come. Anyway, that Is one of the 
excuses they have been giving us for not 
, Improving . y. S. 30 throus;h Twin Falls 
county. 

But according to their own eount< 
reported In the story from Boise, the largest 
traffic Increajse— 17.8 per cent— was shown 
on the counter three miles east ot Twin 
Falls on U. S, highway 30!
